The ficld of battle was 
a plain two miles and a half long, and wholly cov- 
ered with dead and wounded; there was not even 
room to set my foot without treading on some of 
them.

SES AT SOE RE BE 
HAYTh 

A writer in the Boston Centinel, who 
states that he has dertved much informa- 
tion respecting Hayti, during ten years 
commercial intercourse with its inhabitants, 
gives the following account of the present 
state of the Island. 

The population of Hayti is not exactly 
known; it is computed at 1,006,000 to 
1,200,000, including the Spanish part of 
the Island. The army of Hayti, in actual | 
service, is about 40,000, but it is supposed 
that in time of war it might raise 70,000,— 
The navy 1s a nominal thing, consisting of 
i ship of 22 guns, 1 brig of 14 guns and 4 
smal! schooners. 

The revenue, for its population, is as 
great, if not greater, than any nation’s in 
Europe, in proportion to its inhabitants. It 
consists in licences to transact business, 
from the foreign merchant to the petty re- 
tailer; and heavy duties on all imports as 
weil as exports; 12 fier cent is fiuid by all 
nations on imports, except the English, who 
fray only 7 fer cent—the tariff setting the 
valuation. The French are naturally pre- 
ferred, and carry on a most extensive 
trade. Speaking the same language, and 
living in the same manner, they possess 
numerous advantages over foreigners. 





The government ts called a Republic; it 
consists of a House of Representatives and 
| Senators, but they possess no power of thei: 
own—it all emanates from the President ; 
his orders only are obeyed by them. The 
President is a man beloved and respected 
by all. His chief dependence being upon 
his soldiers, he clothes and feedsthem well: 
possessing a mind replete with every re- 
guisite for ably and justly governing his 
people ; he has numerous difficulties to en- 
counter to preserve tranquility throughout 
his Republic. Paitial to strangers, he en- 
deavors to afford them every protection and 
support. The industry of the inhabitants, I 
regret, I cannot speak well of. They pos- 
sess naturally a disposition to idleness, and 
the extreme fertility of the soil forms ad- 
ditional inducements for them to continue 
20. 

Producey which requires labor to culti- 
vate it is higher there than in the United 
States. Sugar and Rum cannot be obtain- 
ed under 30 or 40 per cent. more than in 
New York. As totheir own trade it is no- 
minal. St. Thomas and Cuba have bad 
the most ofit. Recent accounts from Hay- 
Ui state, in consequence of the large im- 
da ef contraband goods by drogers, the 

resident has issued his Proclamation, 
prohibiting intercourse with other Islands, 
on pain of confiscation.——-W hat is meant 
by contraband goods is, Rum, Brandy, Gin,

ing and supporting them, there would be as many 
more.

Mr. Brewer, in addition to his labours 
in the school, encourages and instructs the In- 
dians in their agricultural pursuits.
